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High winds damage Smith home 

National Weather Service reported gusts of 70-80 miles per hour

Straight-line winds are blamed 
for heavy damage to a home in the 
south central part of the county 
Saturday evening. 

The home of Brian and Maria 
Smith, located at 2144 Goering 
Road, sustained major damage to 
their roof and separate garage, and

Big Rivers spokesman Marty 
Littrel took umbrage with state¬ 
ments made by Domtar’s Steve 
Henry and Fair Rates Kentucky in 
last week’s Clarion, calling them 
misleading and saying they cast 
Big Rivers in a negative light. 

“This is a very regulated pro¬ 
cess,” he said. “We don’t just throw 
out numbers and say, ‘I hope the 
public falls for it.’ That’s why we 
have the PSC, they regulate that. 
You better make sure you have 
your facts straight. There’s a ton of 
people that review it, and they’re 
the ones that confirm our numbers 
and what our increases are, so 
when I heard Fair Rates Kentucky 
saying they’re greater, no they’re 
not. That’s exactly what they are, 
the PSC said so.” 

The Public Service Commis¬ 
sion, or PSC, is the governing body 


their storage barn was completely 
destroyed. 

The Smiths weren’t home when 
the storm hit, but their 16-year-old 
son Justin was. 

“My husband was at work and I 
was at Wal-Mart finishing up 
Christmas shopping and our 16- 


tasked with overseeing public utili¬ 
ties and regulating the fees they 
can and can’t charge. 

Our industrial rates went from 
4 cents to 4.6 cents (per kWh),” he 
said. “That’s system-wide, indus¬ 
trial rates... that’s 15 percent... We 
send this to the Public Service 
Commission. I’m not the one who 
sends out their press releases, and 
if you saw what they said, indus¬ 
trial rates will go up about 15.5 per¬ 
cent. That’s their words, not mine.” 

Henry and Fair Rates Kentucky, 
which consists of Domtar, Aleris 
and Kimberly Clark, had said that 
after the second rate increase, and 
including fuel surcharges and 
other fees, their bills would in¬ 
crease much more than that, up to 
105% for Domtar. 

“It’s comparing apples and or¬ 
anges,” said Littrel. 

The additional charges have

actually been in place since 2009, 
he said, when Big Rivers stopped 
leasing its plants and took them 
over. As part of that agreement, re¬ 
serves were set up to mitigate fluc¬ 
tuations in price due to fuel costs, 
environmental challenges or even 
a large customer leaving the sys¬ 
tem. 

“If we didn’t have these reserve 
funds, (they) would’ve paid them 
then,” he said. “Instead we said 
hey, what we’ll do is use these re¬ 
serve funds, offset it, so you don’t 
have to feel it, but eventually 
they’re going to run out. We 
thought at the time they may run 
out in 2018-19, well then this 
smelter situation created, so we 
said now what we’ll do is we’ll use 
all these funds to offset this second 
rate increase.

Their front porch, along with its 
six solid wood pillars, had been 
ripped off and thrown near the 
back of their property, and the back 
wall of the pole building beside the 
house was bowed out a couple of 
feet. The barn, which was used for 
storage, was completely demol¬ 
ished. 

The front few feet of their roof 
was torn off, and the front wall of 
the house was pulled away as well, 
but Justin sprang to action. 

“He automatically thought 
about, I’ve got to save our house, 
I’ve got to save our property, more 
or less,” said Maria. “He moved the 
Christmas tree, he moved the 
grandfather clock, he moved the 
big screen TV, he moved every 
Christmas present we had... I’m 
just proud of a 16-year-old for do¬ 
ing that. He could have just said, 
‘OK, I’m going to bail.’” 

“It was traumatizing to see it,” 
said Maria, about arriving home 
and seeing the damage for the first 
time. 

“It’s crazy what they do,” she 
said. “I guess straight-line winds 
can do it. I guess we’ll wait and see 
what they tell us it was. I don’t 
guess it really matters. The dam¬ 
age is done.’” 

The National Weather Service 
in Louisville reported wind gusts 
of between 70 and 80 miles per 
hour elsewhere in Kentucky, and 
they said that it’s likely the Smith 
home was hit by something simi¬ 
lar. 


Domtar, Kimberly Clark, and 
Aleris, are all members of, they 
knew about these increases at that 
time,” he said. “They agreed to 
them, they didn’t object. They’re 
calculating those increases into the 
situation that occurred due to two 
smelters leaving. The rate in¬ 
creases due to Century and Alcan 
leaving, that has nothing to do with. 
We all knew those were going to 
be leaving. That’s double counting, 
so to speak. It’s misleading. 

The loss of the smelters as cus¬ 
tomers will cut Big Rivers’ revenue 
by $360 million, according to their 
numbers. 

“Cost cutting alone cannot fix 
that void,” he said. ‘There’s a finan¬ 
cial deficiency that can’t be fixed 
by cost cutting alone. But we have 
cut, or we will be cutting, approxi-

Man arrested 
for meth; 
second time 
at same house

A Hancock County man was ar¬ 
rested last Wednesday after police 
found a meth lab in his home, 
which was already quarantined 
from a previous meth arrest. 

John Mark Embry, 27, was ar¬ 
rested at his father’s home on state 
Route 1265, after complaints of 
drug activity at Embry’s house at 
8048 state Route 144. 

“We received an anonymous tip 
that some suspicious activity was 
going on at that residence there,” 
said Kentucky State Police Public 
Affairs Officer Corey King. “That 
house was busted in 2011 for manu¬ 
facturing meth.” 

Upon arrival at 8048 state Route 
144, trooper James Gaither, as¬ 
sisted by Hancock County Sheriff’s 
deputies, detected a strong ammo¬ 
nia odor and after obtaining a 
search warrant, turned up items 
used to make methamphetamine. 

After Embry’s previous meth 
arrest at the same location, the 
house was marked as a meth loca¬ 
tion, meaning no one was legally 
allowed to enter the structure un¬ 
til a licensed contractor had per¬ 
formed a meth cleanup. 

“He was not living there,” said 
King. “There’s no power to his 
house, he was simply going back 
there to manufacture.” 

Embry was found at his father’s 
home and arrested and was trans¬ 
ported to Breckinridge County De¬ 
tention Center. 

He is charged with manufactur¬ 
ing methamphetamine, first of¬ 
fense, unlawful possession of a 
meth precursor, first offense, drug 
paraphernalia deliver/manufac¬ 
ture, and unlawful removal of meth 
contamination notice.

Big Rivers responds to rate request claims 


‘I sold my first crop when I was 10 years-old’ 


Jim Obenchain 
raising his 73rd 
tobacco crop

Jim Obenchain started growing 
tobacco when most people his age 
were playing with toys, and he con¬ 
tinues to grow tobacco at an age 
when most people have long since 
retired. 

“I was 10 years old, I sold my 
first cut, that was 20 cents a pound,” 
he said. 

He and his dad, Lee Obenchain 
raised it together. His dad raised 
an acre and he, a young child, 
raised half an acre. 

“That was back in hard times,” 
he said. ‘You had the kids to sur¬ 
vive.” 

“That first half acre brought me 
60 bucks,” he said, “and of course 
you know I was a kid, I wanted a 
bicycle. I spent $20 for a bicycle... 

He must have really wanted that 
bike, since it took a full third of his 
profit. 

“I got this from a guy, I was a 
kid, I didn’t know the difference,” 


he said. “He probably gypped me, 
it was probably worth about five 
bucks.” 

He’s not sure what he spent the 
rest on. 

“Probably bought me some 
candy,” he said. “Knowing back 
there then, we had to buy some¬ 
thing to eat with it. I tell you what, 
times were hard.” 

He never made much money on 
it, he said. 

“I shared crop with many differ¬ 
ent people... I’ve scratched all my 
life. 

“It never brought over a dollar 
a pound till you got on up here 
close to the ‘50s,” he said. 

Obenchain came to Hancock 
County from Ohio County in 1955, 
and aside from a one-year stint in 
Henry County, stayed here ever 
since. 

He worked for L.R. Chapman, 
and put in 17 years for Ralph and 
Homer Bozarth. 

“I’ve farmed with everybody,” 
he said. 

Tobacco farming is a lot differ¬ 
ent now than when he first started 
out, 73 years ago.

mately $250 million annually. 
That includes the very pain¬ 
ful decisions of idling 
Coleman and Wilson. That’s 
going to impact your 
community...That’s where 
the rate increases come into 
effect, is to cover that differ¬ 
ence. We cut all we can cut.” 

Some say Big Rivers is 
simply passing all the costs 
and the burdens along to 
their customers, but Littrel 
says that is not true. 

‘We refinanced all of our 
debt, as much as we could, 
he said. ‘That was approxi¬ 
mately $4 million in savings. 
We renegotiated our fuel 
contracts, that was about $20 
million. We had some plant 
efficiency improvements. 
There’s a thing called heat 


rate, which is important to 
the power plant world. That 
was about $10.5 million in 
savings. We had employee 
benefits changes, that was 
about $4 million. We’re about 
58 jobs short, we’ve deferred 
filling them. That’s about 
$7.5 million in savings... 
Trust me, if there’s a way to 
cut costs, we’re doing it.” 

And being a not-for-profit 
entity, they can’t rely on the 
stores of profits from earlier 
years. 

If they were simply ask¬ 
ing for the moon, he said, 
they would have asked for 
more money to save jobs at 
their own plants, where 
they’ll be laying off 160 
people in 2014. 

‘We didn’t ask for rate in¬ 
creases to keep those plants 
open, to keep those people 
with jobs,” he said. ‘That’s 
pretty rough when you’re let¬ 
ting go 160 positions, people 
you’ve known your whole 
life.” 


Those people won’t be 
laid off forever, he hopes, 
and the rate increase will be 
temporary as well, he said. 

“These rate increases 
aren’t designed to be perma¬ 
nent,” he said. “We’re going 
to lower these rates in time, 
we’re going to land new 
prospects. As we land them, 
rates will go down.” 

The average industrial 
rates, even after the first in¬ 
crease, are still among the 
lowest in Kentucky, accord¬ 
ing to the U.S. Energy Ad¬ 
ministration, ranking third in 


the state in cost per kWh. 
That, said Littrel, is an indi¬ 
cator of a well-run plant, and 
one that new parties are al¬ 
ready showing interest in 
working with. 

“We have people today, 
here right now, reviewing 
our facilities,” he said. “I yes¬ 
terday was on a major pros¬ 
pect visit. Our future is 
bright, we’re going to get 
through this. I’m confident 
about it.” 

“We didn’t create this 
situation,” he said. “We’re 
just dealing with it the best 
we can.”

“In the old days, we 
started out cutting logs, roll¬ 
ing plant beds, burning 
them, smoke your eyes out,” 
he said. 

They had to burn the 
plant beds to clear out the 
growth and to give the to¬ 
bacco a chance to grow. 

“That’s to kill the weed 
seed and stuff where there 
wouldn’t be no grass and 
stuff coming up in it,” he 
said. ‘The little old plants are 
so little when they come up, 
there’s two little old leaves 
on them, you couldn’t see 
them for no telling how 
long.” 

Setting the tobacco was a 
whole different game too. 
Tobacco setters didn’t come 
into use in the area until the 


1940s, he said. That meant 
bending over, punching a 
hole, pouring water in, and 
putting in the plant. 

Obenchain didn’t have a 
tractor to use to cultivate the 
plants back then. 

“Plowed it with an old 
mule,” he said. 

Topping the plants, or 
“suckering,” currently done 
with chemicals, was done by 
hand, which meant walking 
past each plant, plucking off 
the flower, which would en¬ 
courage thicker, longer 
growth. 

Nowadays everything is 
automated and compara¬ 
tively easy, he said. 

He and his grandson, Ja¬ 
son Obenchain, who is doing 
most of the farming now, sell 
their tobacco in Owensboro 
to R.J. Reynolds, where it’s 
sent out all over the world. 

“A lot of it’s going over¬ 


seas right now,” he said. 
“That’s the reason there’s 
the demand for tobacco 
around here, a lot of it’s 
shipped away from here.” 

“They say this farm here 
brings the best tobacco to 
Owensboro that’s brought 
in,” he said. “We take better 
care of it.” 

Back in the earlier days, 
government graders would 
come and grade the tobacco, 
which would affect the price, 
and theirs always looked its 
very best. 

“We’d spread a leaf out in 
the bottom, I mean it looked 
like it was ironed when we 
took it to the market,” he 
said. 

Now it’s not the same, he 
said, where buyers grade the 
tobacco for themselves and 
pay based on a previously 
posted price, based on 
grade. 

“Used to have auction¬ 


eers go out on the floor, now 
they buy it as it goes over the 
scale,” he said. 

The Obenchains use a 
process called steaming on 
the tobacco now, which 
helps it look fuller and 
makes it weigh more. 
They’re allowed to take it up 
to 23 percent moisture con¬ 
tent. 

“We just pull the wagon 
up here by the door, throw 
that steam to it,” he said. 

Despite all the changes in 
the process over the years, 
he continues to raise to¬ 
bacco, passing on the skills 
to his family, when he could 
just as well be sitting back, 
reflecting on what he’s al¬ 
ready done. 

He keeps going because 
he likes it, he said. 

“If I didn’t I wouldn’t be 
doing it at 83 years old...I 
don’t have to be here, I could 
be sitting at the house.”

‘That’s my only thing is 
thinking, well when the 
storm came, they ran to the 
barn,” she said. 

The damage continued 
after the storm too, she said, 
when her daughter’s car was 
hit by a responding Kenergy 
truck that came to shut off 
the power so the home could 
be worked on. 

The family spent Christ¬ 


mas in an emergency home 
offered up by Pellville Bap¬ 
tist Church. 

“It’s amazing. We do have 
a wonderful community,” 
she said. “We had a group of 
guys come over yesterday 
that spent all day with us 
helping us move stuff. That’s 
giving up somebody’s time 
on a Sunday, on a day off. 
That meant a lot.” 

And despite the storm in¬ 
terrupting their Christmas 
plans, the community saw to 
it that it still had its special 
moments. 

“We were welcomed with 
Christmas carolers,” she 
said. “They came by from 
the church and they sang 
two songs to us while I stood 
there crying like a blubber¬ 
ing idiot... that really 
warmed my heart.”

Ky. man 
struggled 
before police 
standoff 

LATONIA, Ky. (AP)—A 
northern Kentucky man left 
a long trail of court records 
detailing his struggle to tran¬ 
sition to civilian life after a 
year-long deployment to Af¬ 
ghanistan before a standoff 
with police ended with his 
surrender. 

The Kentucky Enquirer 
reportedthat 43-year-old 
Michael Vaughn went bank¬ 
rupt, have a part of a sex 
scandal, divorce twice and 
fall under police suspicion 
that he set a fatal fire. 

Police in Latonia say 
Vaughn held them at bay for 
more than 19 hours, set fire 
to a home and exchanged 
gunfire with officers before 
surrendering Sunday. 

Police have not said what 
charges he will face as a re¬ 
sult of the standoff. 

Vaughn returned to a 
nearly $100,000 home in 
Frankfort he shared with his 
wife, Candice Rose Vaughn, 
and his children after being 
released from active duty in 
the military. 

Medical bills stemming 
from care for Vaughn’s old¬ 
est child, who has autism, 
pushed the couple into bank¬ 
ruptcy in 2009 with assets 
valued at $98,235 and debts 
of $337,841.62. After emerg¬ 
ing from bankruptcy, the 
couple still owed $218,676 in 
student loans that couldn’t 


Ky. girls 
school ads 
knock fairy 
tale life

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) A 
local ad campaign by a Catho¬ 
lic high school for girls in 
Kentucky is generating na¬ 
tionwide buzz with the mes¬ 
sage thatyoung women don’t 
need to find Prince Charm¬ 
ing to live happily ever after. 

Mercy Academy’s princi¬ 
pal, Amy Elstone, says the 
billboard campaign used 
pointed wording like ‘You’re 
Not a Princess,” and “Life’s 
Not a Fairy Tale,” to high¬ 
light the private school’s em¬ 
phasis on critical thinking. 

The posters popped up re¬ 
cently at a few bus stops and 
billboards around the city, 
but the message has drawn 
wider attention with the sug¬ 
gestion that what girls need 
to live a fairy tale life is their 
own minds. The girl-power 
theme attracted the attention 
of NBC’s “Today” and other 
national outlets, and the 
school says it has been a 
smashing success. 

“We justwantto teach our 
girls that they write their 
story, not society, not popu¬ 
lar culture, and we try to 
empower them to do that,” 
Elstone said. The print ads 
were introduced during a 
season when eighth-grade 
students are making deci¬ 
sions about high school, and 
Mercy, which is an all-girls 
school, wanted an unconven¬ 
tional message as part of its 
marketing, she said. 

“We feel like we have a 
unique approach to educa¬ 
tion and real-life learning, and 
we were struggling with a 
way to articulate that,” she 
said. The school, which is 
affiliated with the Catholic 
Sisters of Mercy, has about 
550 students and a $10,000 
annual tuition. The school is 
run by a lay board of direc¬ 
tors. 

The ads are simple in com¬ 
position, with a gray back¬ 
ground decorated by well- 
known fairy tale symbols, like 
magic wands and slippers. 
One of the ads has a faceless 
prince, with the message, 
“Don’tWaitfor a Prince... Be 
Able to Rescue Yourself.” 

“It’s exactly what girls 
need to hear,” said David 
Vawter, chief creative officer 
at Doe Anderson, the firm 
that designed the campaign. 
Vawter said Mercy was ini¬ 
tially concerned that the mes¬ 
sage would be seen as nega¬ 
tive, but school officials de¬ 
cided to embrace its edgi¬ 
ness. 

“It’s a metaphor for say¬ 
ing you need to prepare for 
real life,” he said. 

The ad campaign echoes 
a message that has become 
increasingly common, en- 
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be written off during bank¬ 
ruptcy. 

At about the same time, 
Vaughn’s career with the 
Kentucky National Guard 
became threatened by a sex 
scandal. 

Vaughan was having an 
affair with Mary Elizabeth 
Brigham while he was sepa¬ 
rated from his wife in late 
2009 or early 2010, accord¬ 
ing to court records. When 
the affair ended, Brigham ac¬ 
cused Vaughan of anony¬ 
mously posting porno¬ 
graphic photos of her on the 
Internet. The Guard initiated 
an investigation and brought 
charges against Vaughn for 
conduct unbecoming an of¬ 
ficer. 

That led to Vaughn being 
removed from a leadership 
position in April 2010 due to 
“poor decision making and 
lack of moral character.” 
Vaughan lost his security 
clearance by March 2011. 
Vaughan had served for four 
years of combined reserve 
and active duty in a variety 
of assignments when he left 
the Guard. 

Vaughan brought a fed¬ 
eral defamation lawsuit in 
February 2010 against 
Brigham. Additionally, in 
August 2010, Vaughan made 
a similar claim in a lawsuit 
against a colonel in the 
Guard. 

“Vaughan has proved that 
he intends to use the federal 
court system for harass¬ 
ment, retaliation, and to im¬ 
properly influence his pend¬ 
ing military-discipline hear¬ 
ing,” U.S. District Judge 


couraging girls and women 
to live independently and 
question traditional gender 
roles.

Officer Sheryl Sandberg’s 
bestselling book, “Lean In,” 
urges women to more ag¬ 
gressively pursue their ca¬ 
reer goals.

“Boys are valued for be¬ 
ing tough and rough and play¬ 
ing sports and not crying, 
and girls are taught to be soft 
and helpless, and that’s not a 
good message for either boys 
or girls,” said Marsha 
Weinstein, director of Louis¬ 
ville Girls Leadership, an or¬ 
ganization that selects girls 
from each of the city’s high 
schools to work on team 
projects. 


Danny Reeves wrote in an 
order dismissing the case. 

By September 2012, 
Vaughan purchased a home 
out of foreclosure in 
Covington. He had divorced 
his first wife and married his 
second wife, Jennifer Carol 
Vaughan. The second mar¬ 
riage also ended in divorce 
as well amid allegations that 
Vaughn threw a roasting pan 
at his wife before punching 
her in the presence of his 
children on Christmas 2012. 

A judge ordered Vaughan 
stay 500 feet away from his 
wife but police charged 
Vaughan with violating the 
order in January after being 
seen outside his estranged 
wife’s new residence. 

In May, a jury found 
Vaughan guilty of violating 
the domestic violence order. 
He was ordered to serve 30 
of a 60-day sentence in jail. 
He was divorced from his 
second wife by October. 

Authorities think a 
breakup with Vaughan’s lat¬ 
est girlfriend triggered 
Covington’s longest SWAT 
standoff in at least 25 years. 
Vaughan posted on 
Facebook that the girlfriend 
broke up with him that day, 
and that he didn’t have any¬ 
thing else to live for. He then 
started posting about police 
officers arriving at his home 
to check on his and his 
children’s welfare. 

Officers shot Vaughan in 
once in the right arm before 
he gave up Sunday after¬ 
noon. He remained at the 
University of Cincinnati 
Medical Center Monday af¬ 
ternoon. 


Weinstein said the Mercy 
ads cut “right to the chase.” 

“Just think about Martin 
Luther King and ‘I Have A 
Dream,”’ Weinstein said. 
“Those were just words, you 
could say, but that was a pow¬ 
erful message.” 

Olivia Fung, a 17-year-old 
Mercy student, said she had 
the same princess dreams 
many girls had when she was 
younger. 

“Growing up, I thought 
being a girl was all about 
being pampered, having that 
right of being a princess,” 
said Fung, who is planning 
to study advertising at a col¬ 
lege in New York. 

“But... it’s not about be¬ 
ing pampered, it’s about get¬ 
ting a job and success, and 
being a good person on the 
inside and out,” she said. 

The brief ad campaign 
ended this week, but Elstone 
said the school is consider¬ 
ing bringing the campaign 
back next year.

Ten years ago a faulty construction signal and two stub¬ 
born drivers caused a massive traffic jam on the Bob 
Cummings Lincoln Trail Bridge. At the time, traffic over 
the bridge was reduced to one lane as crews refurbished 
the bridge’s deck. Traffic signals on each end of the bridge 
regulated traffic. On that particular evening, windy and icy 
conditions caused the signal on the Kentucky side of the 
bridge to malfunction, and allowed drivers from the Ken¬ 
tucky and Indiana sides of the road to enter the single lane 
at the same time.

Use Manure to Help 
Reduce Fertilizer Bills

With the high costs of fer¬ 
tilizer, you may want to con¬ 
sider animal manure from 
your own farm or one nearby 
to provide nutrients to your 
crops and reduce your fertil¬ 
izer bill at the same time. 

With the growth in the 
Kentucky poultry industry in 
in recent years, many areas 
of the state have access to 
poultry litter. Using animal 
waste not only adds nutrients 
to the soil but also helps 
build up organic materials 
and can increase crop yields. 

To correctly apply animal 
waste to the land requires 
you to know the manure’s 
nutrient content, best appli¬ 
cation times and methods, 
availability of nutrients to 
crops and how to balance 
crop nutrient needs using 
manures, fertilizers and 
other nutrient sources. 

The first step is to take a 
soil test so you’ll know what 
nutrients the crop field 
needs. Next, you need to 
have the manure tested for 
its nutrient content. Nutrient 
content of manure varies de¬ 
pending on the type of ani¬ 
mal, type and amount of bed¬ 
ding used, manure’s mois¬ 
ture content and time and 
method of storage. 

It is important to note that 
some manure nutrients are 
not as readily available to 
crops as commercial 
fertilizer’s nutrients are, es¬ 
pecially nitrogen. Its avail¬ 
ability depends on the crop 
being grown, type of manure 
used and when and how the 
manure is applied. A general 
rule of thumb is half of the 
nitrogen in the poultry litter 
will be available to the crop. 

Growing crops have the 
greatest ability to take up ni¬ 
trogen, so manures applied

The Cooperative Exten¬ 
sion Service can help pro¬ 
ducers navigate through the 
ins and outs of using manure 
as fertilizer. Soil and manure 
testing are both available 
through the extension office. 
Several publications are also 
available to assist producers.

peratures higher than 40° F 
(4° C) for 2 hours or more, 
or that has an unusual odor, 
color or texture. When in 
doubt, throw it out! Never 
taste food or rely on appear¬ 
ance or odor to determine its 
safety. Some foods may look 
and smell fine, but if they 
have been at room tempera¬ 
ture too long, bacteria caus¬ 
ing food-borne illnesses can 
start growing quickly. Some 
types of bacteria produce 


toxins that cannot be de¬ 
stroyed by cooking. 

If food in the freezer is 
colder than 40° F and has ice 
crystals on it, you can re¬ 
freeze it. 

If you are not sure food 
is cold enough, take its tem¬ 
perature with a food ther¬ 
mometer. Throw out any 
foods (meat, poultry, fish, 
eggs and leftovers) that have 
been exposed to tempera¬ 
tures higher than 40° F 
(4°C) for 2 hours or more, 
and any food that has an un¬ 
usual odor, color or texture, 
or feels warm to touch.

When my children were 
small they asked a wide va¬ 
riety of questions about 
Christmas. They wanted to 
know how Santa could carry 
enough toys in his sleigh for 
all the kids in the world or 
how did he get in our house 
since we didn’t have a 
chimney.

(Matthew 7:13,14). The sec- 


how it would be possible for 
a virgin to give birth to a 
baby. Matthew 1:18-25 
points out that Joseph won¬ 
dered why he and Mary had 
been chosen by God to be 
the parents of the Messiah. 
Luke 2:13-15 records that 
the Shepherds in the fields 
outside Bethlehem won¬ 
dered about the meaning of 
the Angel’s message. 

Those are just a few ex¬ 
amples of wonder that are 
recorded for us in 
scripture.

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Judge fines Ky 
cabinet $756K in 


records dispute 

FRANKFORT, Ky. (AP) 
A state judge has fined the 
Kentucky Cabinet for Health 
and Family Services 
$756,000 because it “willfully 
circumvented” open-records 
law by not fully releasing 
records of child abuse fatali¬ 
ties and near deaths. 

Franklin Circuit Judge 
Phillip Shepherd ruled on 
Monday that the cabinet 
made a “mockery” of the 
Open Records Act by main¬ 
taining that documents re¬ 


main confidential. 

Shepherd ordered the 
cabinet to pay the plaintiff’s 
attorney fees and costs to be 
decided. 

The Courier-Journal and 
the Lexington Herald- 
Leader have been battling to 
obtain the cabinet records of 
cases in which children died 
or nearly died from abuse or 
neglect. 

The cabinet turned over 
more than 20,000 docu¬ 
ments, but cut such things as 
the names of perpetrators, 
even if they were convicted 
in open court or identified in 
police news releases.

FRANKFORT, Ky. (AP) 
Kentuckians who want to 
switch political parties and 
vote as Republicans or 
Democrats in next May’s pri¬ 
mary have until Dec. 31 to do 


so. 


Nore Ghibaudy, spokes¬ 
man for the Jefferson County 
clerk’s office, said that dead¬ 
line is set by state law. 

Voters will be choosing 
Republican and Democratic 
nominees for a variety of lo¬ 
cal government positions, 
plus judicial seats, legislative 
posts, and, at the top of the 
ticket, a U.S. Senate seat. 

Republican Sen. Mitch 
McConnell, seeking re-elec¬ 
tion to a sixth term, faces a 
GOP challenge from Louis¬ 
ville businessman Matt 
Bevin. Democratic front-run¬ 
ner Alison Lundergan 
Grimes also has a primary, 
but neither of her opponents 
is considered a serious 
threat. 

Ghibaudy said people 
who change parties after 
January 1 would be allowed 
only a nonpartisan ballot in 
the May primary.

‘This 
was a good game for us be¬ 
cause we had a couple of 
games where we had a 
chance, but didn’t play well 
when we needed to.

Hancock County made 8 
of 18 free throw attempts, 
while Shawnee was just 2 of 
6 from the line. 

Swihart finished with 12, 
two rebounds and two as¬ 
sists, and Brown had 11 
points, 10 boards and five 
assists.

Isbill did not suffer injury 
in the accident.

Office notified troopers 
about possible legal viola¬ 
tions by the pair. 

Howard and Nickell were 
being held in the Carter 
County Jail. Jail records did 
not list an attorney for either. 

Woman accused 
of trying to sell 
newborn 

ELIZABETHTOWN, Ky. 
(AP)_A central Kentucky 
woman is jailed on a charge 
of endangering the welfare 
of a minor after police say 
she tried to sell her newborn 
to pay for legal expenses in 
another case. 

The News-Enterprise re¬ 
ports the arrest citation said 
24-year-old Leeanna Brown 
of Elizabethtown promised 
to sell her daughter to two 
different people. The citation 
alleges Brown told her 
cousin she would turn over 
the baby if the cousin paid 
fines and court costs. 

Brown was charged in 
July with nonpayment of 
fines and first-degree posses- 
sion of a controlled sub¬ 
stance. 

The citation said an 
agreement with another per¬ 
son to sell the baby for about 
$5,000 to cover legal ex¬ 
penses “fell through.”

Police still 


probing 
disappearance 
8 years later 

VINE GROVE, Ky. (AP) 
Police in central Kentucky 
are hoping to provide an¬ 
swers to the family and 
friends of a woman who van¬ 
ished eight years ago after 
leaving her home to go to the 
bank. 

Vine Grove Police Chief 
Kenneth Mattingly told 
WLKY-TV in Louisville that 
investigators are pouring 
over the file on Vicky 
Delaurier, who was last seen 
by a neighbor the night of 
Dec. 17, 2005. 

Police found Delaurier’s 
car the next day, but could 
find no sign of her. Mattingly 
says Delaurier was going to 
make a $3,000 bank deposit 
for her employer, Save-A-Lot, 
but the money never made 
it into the bank. 

Although Delaurier’s 
case is a missing person’s 
case, in Radcliff, it has been 
treated as a theft because of 
the bank deposit, Mattingly 
said. 

Mattingly says investiga¬ 
tors are looking for anything 
that can be done to find 
Delaurier, given the changes 
in DNA technology and 
other forms of evidence ex¬ 
amination. 

“Even if in the end it’s a 
tragic event, it still is an an¬ 
swer,” Mattingly said. 

Delaurier’s neighbor, 
Charles West, said she made 
it home from work that day. 
He was putting the finishing 
touches on Christmas deco¬ 
rations when Delaurier 
yelled hello to him. 

“She saw me, she walked 
over, spoke with me briefly,” 
West said. 

West is possibly the last 
person to talk to Delaurier. 
West can’t help but wonder 
what became of his neigh¬ 
bor. 

“I do this every year and 
I do think about it,” said 
West.
